6 to  8 inches  across,  petals  broad,  gracefully  recurved,  color 
white,  numerous  crimson-maroon  dots,  with  a wide  gold 
band  down  the  center  of  each  petal.  Very  fragrant.  You 
will  like  this  grand  lily. 

SPECIOSUM  RUBRUM — White  with  numerous  bright 
ruby  spots,  blooms  late  in  August.  Is  very  easily  grown.  It 
is  extremely  fragrant.
